I UK PEACE MOVEMENT. 

We learn from Berlin that Count Xes- 
selrode has issued a circular to the rep- 
resentaves of Russia in foreign countries, 
stating the motives for accepting the 
propositions of Austria, and also giving 
an Expost: of the intentions of the Russian 
Cabinet, with reference to future nego- 
tiations. The concessions are declared 
to have been made, with a view to the 
re-establishment of peace, out of defer 
ence to the representations ol friendly 
powers, and not because the interests of 
Russia call for the conclusion of that 
peace. 

The propositions are said to be inter- 
preted by the Russian party in Austria, 
as a permission to maintain Nicolaieff 
and other Russian forts on the Circassian 
coast, as w ell as the construction of those 
that have been partially destroyed 

It is said to have been Jetermined by 
the Berlin Cabinet that Prussia shall not 
make any open demonstration of her 
wish to be admitted to the approaching 
conferences — it being considered proba 
hie that the conlerence vvill resolve itself 
into a general Congress, when, of course, 
she would be summoned to attend. 

It is now affirmed that the coherences 
will take place at Paris. It is also stated 
that an armistice has been concluded for 
ninety days. — London Shipping Gaz. 

Quick Work and an Inoportcne Kiss. 
— A valuable female servant of Mr. J. 
W Newland, of this city, escaped to In- 
diana yesterday morning, but was 
brought back in less than two hours.— 
According to her own account, a white 
man saw her the night before and made 
arrangements with her to meet him in 
the morning after breakfast at the Port- 
land Railroad Depot, whence the two 
were to go off together. She went to 
the depot at the appointed time, found 
her white companion there, and took 
passage on the cars, having several 
dresses on and her face thickly veiled. — 
Those who saw her supposed her to be 
white. 

The black woman and white man, the 
latter a big hurley fellow, crossed the 
river on the ferry-boat, she being sup- 
posed all the wile to be a white woman: 
and, when the boat arrived on the other 
side, he passed out and ascended the 
bank first. She followed about ten steps 
behind, and, when they were both on the 
top of the bank, the amorous and impa- 
tient rascal, thinking all safe and wish- 
ing to seize the first golden moment, 
raised her veil and kissed her. That 
raisintr of her veil was fatal. The fer- 
ryman saw, that, although she had a 
white lover, she had a black face, and 
rushing up the bank, he seized her and 
demanded where she was going. She 
piotested that she was free, but not be- 
ing able to show the documents, she was 
brought back and lodged in jail even be- 
fore being missed by the family to which 
she belonged.

Raynor, 8; Walker, 8; and Stewart, of 
Pennsylvania, 2. 

The Convention then adjourned sine 
die.

Lake Erie —The effect on Lake Erie 
f the protracted season of severe cold, 
is thus noticed in the Sandusky Register 
of the 2d inst.: 

As tar as the eye can stretch lakeward, 
it is one vast field of ice, over which the 
cold winds sweep with unpent fury. At 
no time within the recollection of any 
dweller hereabout, have we had such 
continually cold weather and such 
strength of ice. It has now become so 
that the lake actually is a highway upon 
which men and teams and heavily load- 
ed sleds are passing over to the Canada 
shore above Point-au-IVlee, and thus a 
h-.me consumption has sprung up with 
the islands of the lake quit* unusual at 
this season.
